Tko gteteaot te 
ooaplototko work of drod^ivaad build^ 
lag tkat portloB of tko oaail toaaoaoteg 
M tko Paaaasa Md of Ikaroato. Ate 
PMaaa Canal CompaaM to ftanUk 
machinery and keep it in repair. 
Tho price paid .Mr. Spaulding for 
the job irt abont |1, 000,000 per mile. 
Thus tbe whole amount will be in 
tho neighborhood of 110,000,000, the larg- 
eat contract ever made in Western Mew 
York. He is President of tha Pound Maa-
